At 6 a. m. on 
the 15th it attained its greatest height at

The question now is 
how to save buildings which the departing 
waters may carry with them in their down- 
ward course. Many persons have loaded 
'heirgoodsin the top stories of their houses, 
ind when the flood subsides, the build- 
ings perhaps may be crushed to 
itoms by the heavy and unequal 
weight from the highest floors. Weather 
indications point to more rain, but it is not 
Lhought it will be of sufficient duration to 
theck the present decline. Prompt and 
liberal donations of money, food and cloth- 
ng are being sent and distributed among 
he destitute between Cincinnati and Louis- 
ville, and every effort within human power 
s being put forth to relieve the suffering. 
A.t Aurora and LawTenceburg, Indiana, 
ind Hamilton, Owingsville and Louisville, 
Ivy., the river has reached its height, and 
the rapid decline from above is already be- 
tinningto be felt. The present outlook 
is more hopeful and encouraging thaD at 
iny time since the beginning of the flood.

Four 
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Setting Large and Small Trees. 

A resident of one of our largre villages, 
who had come into possession of a line 
lot wh ch he wished to plant, but who 
ha had little experience with tree cult- 
ure, called on a neighboring nursery- 
man to make purchases. He wanted 
nothing but large trees — two nch.es in 
diameter if he coul I find theni, and t. n 
feet high. He cared much less for th* 
kind than for the size— anything which 
was gigantic, early or late, fruit or orna- 
mental! was eagerly ta en. The nur- 
seryman frank y gave his opinion that 
trees of moderate size would he better, 
but the purchaser quickly replied: "I 
want big trees now — 1 may not live for 
the small ones to ^row up." He carried 
oil a large load of monsters. In a few 
years he came again to make additional 
purchases. The nurseryman at once 
remarked: "I su pose you want all the 
largest trees you can get— 1 th.nk I can. 
supply you." "No! no " e claimed 1 
the purchaser, "I've had enough of bi^ 
trees! No more 'or me! Those 1 got of 
you have scarcely grown any since, and) 
the smaller ones have overta en them, 
and they are ever so much handsomer 
and more thiifty— give me small, vig- 
orous trees." This incident tells the- 
whole story, and should be remembered 
by every inexperienced planter. Many 
\ears ago, Sir Henry Stewart made a 
plantation of large trees in the m nst 
climate pf S- otlahd, but they made lit- 
tle growth and had a sickly appearance. 
It was then that London, "with li s long 
and e tensive experience as a land-cape 
gardener, o vred to make a public test 
with any one who would try la'ge trees, 
he h m elf planting small and thrifty 
ones with full roots, in rich deeply 
trenched, and well-cultivated ground, 
with the i onfident assurance that in a 
given number of yeats he would show 
trees not only lai jrer but immeasurabiy 

The practical hint to be derived fron> 
these facts at present, bv those who 
made purchases of large trees last fall,

The Use of Flannels. 

Much is said about the use of flannels 
— of various colors— in our "variable 
New England climate;" not more so than 
in most parts of our country, and yet 
sufficiently so to suggest the "best care of 
our health within our powers. Of course, 
all admit that silks, furs and woolens are 
poor conductors of heat and cold, and, 
therefore, that they are practically 
warmer than cotton, linens and the like. 
Good conductors, therefore, active in 
carrying off the heat of the body — 
generated in the body and not produced 
by the clothing — and also in admitting 
the outer cold to the body. It follows, 
of course, that the protection of all 
clothing depends on this non-conducting 
element and not so much on the particu- 
lar manner in which it is worn, whether
